Crushed-Eleven Kilted in 


Panic That Followed.

New York, Feb. 2S.—By the collapM 


of the flooring of the Fleet Street Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal church, In 
Brooklyn, eleven persons were killed 
and more than fifty injured, some 
probably fatally.

ten were women, two men and one 
child. The building was an anclenr, 
ramshackle frame structure erected 60 
years ago in the heart of the colored 
section of Brooklyn, in Fleet street, 
near Myrtle avenue.

concluded the impeachment trial of 
Judge S\vayne by acquitting him on 
all the charges made aaginst him in 
the articles of impeachment presented 
by the house.

education for them. 


However, from the statistics 'of these three colleges we found that 


of the women who were graduated twenty years ago 50 per cent 
are unmarried. Now, we know that the college boys and girls repre- 
sent about the best class of our population. What do these figures, 
then, show? They show that for some reason the best class of our 
population is stricken with sterility. Other classes are going to como 
up and submerge them.

Baa Domingo, Feb. 28.— A large re- 


ception of the diplomatic and consular 
corps .took place at the palace in cele- 
bration of the sixty-second anniver- 
sary of the independence of Santo Do- 
•Jtago. • The government officials and 
officers from the American -warships, 
including Rear Admiral Sigsbee, ' as- 
sisted. Later congress was opened in 
ordinary session by President Mo- 
rales. In his message to congress the 
president recommended that many re- 
form measures be laid before that 
body. The American-Dominican con- 


• Vention will be submitted for its ap- 
proval. The message recommends the 
establishment of civil government in 
place of martial law, the enactment of 
laws governing the sanitary conditions 
<if the country, and opening roads to 


agriculture.
